public library, it is going too 
far! 
“The facts of life are now* told 
the 3 and 4-year-old child. Surely 
the high school student does not 
need to be shielded from know­ 
ledge of what is happening as re­ 
vealed by recognized good novels, 
many of which are on the list 
submitted to us for book review's, 
but winch are now on the ‘ban­ 
ned’ list of the crusaders. 
“The published news of death 
and accidents due to drinking 
and high speed cars, appearing 
in the metropolitan press, does 
not influence others to go aud 
do like wise.** 
This attitude is best summed 
up by Dick Dunkel, member of 
Paddock Publications staff 
wrho 
edits the Wheeling Herald edition. 
Here is what he WTOte about the 
co n tro v e rt: 
“ Peewee terrorism is afoot. 
“ In the name of the ‘Decency 
Crusade,’ works of 
writers 
Er- 
skin Caldwell and John 
Stein­ 
beck are being pressured off area 
newsstands. 
“The ‘Decency Crusade,* is be­ 
ing directed by a motherly group 
anxious to remove what it con­ 
siders ‘indecent’ journalism from 
display racks to which youngsters 
have access. 
‘'Certainly there is an over-abun­ 
dance of trash written solely to 
exploit and excite morbid curios­ 
ities and bring cash profits to the 
publishers. 
“ But to allow anyone to con­ 
trol the reading habits of the 
public invites 
control 
of 
the 
editorial page and free press. 
“And that the ladies should sweep 
up Caldwell and Steinbeck in their 
moralistic rush indicates that the 
leaders behind the 'Decency Cru­ 
sade’ are 
unable 
to distinguish 
legitimate literature and sensa­ 
tionalist trash. 
“This blackballing of recognized 
artists, 
if 
allowed 
to flourish 
gives one group a license to dic­ 
tate what books will be allowed 
on the shelves of public and school 
libraries. 
“It wasn’t too long ago that 
a local resident tried to oust the 
works of Edgar Allen Poe from 
Wheeling school. 
“When the ladies removed Cald­ 
well and Steinbeck, they banned 
serious accounts of actual living 
conditions in portions of Ameri- 
ica’s south and west that offer 
food for thought and understand­ 
ing to readers seeking a realistic, 
and therefore useful appraisal of 
life. 


“Denying the existence of true 
situations morally opposed to loc­ 
al custom is the sort of narrow­ 
mindedness

• great feuds of our age. 
“A truthfully and fully informed 
public is the greatest strength of 
any nation.

Builder Airs Charges At Tense 
County Hearing On Zone Appeal 


Accusations of unethical conduct on the part of 2 engineering firms brought to 
a stalemate a county zoning hearing Thursday involving the village of Arlington 
Heights and Wilson school district. 
The charges were made at a hearing before the county zoning board of appeals which 
was asked to rezone for a 576-home subdivision 200 acres bordering Arlington Heights on 
the north. 
The rezoning from farmland to residential use is being opposed by Wilson school 
district and the village. 
Mayor Albert Goedke of Arlington Heights was charged 
at the hearing with attempting to influence a subdivider to 
employ a certain firm of engineering consultants to draw up 
subdivision plans. (The mayor’s reply to the charge is in an 
adjoining column.)

Installation of the automatic, flashing-light signals and 
gates, now under way will be

The gates wil be set for a normal 
warning interval which allows a 
minimum of 25 seconds for the 
fastest train, according to the 
railway.

Dunton — and the single track 
extended only from Chicago to 
the Fox river. ^ The tracks were 
laid by the Illinois & Wisconsin 
railroad the year before with a 
6-ft. gauge between rails. 
Pas­ 
sengers and freight transferred to 
stage coaches and wagons for 
points beyond the Fox river. 
The Illinois & Wisconsin fell 
into bad times within a year and 
in 1855 was merged with the 
Rock River Valley Railroad build­ 
ing south from Fond du Lac, Wis­ 
consin, through Janesville. 
The 
combined roads took the name of 
the Chicago, St. Paul & Fond du 
Lac Railroad, changed the wide 
gauge to standard 4-ft. 8*6- inch, 
and that road was in turn recog­ 
nized as the Chicago and North 
W estern Railway in 1859. 
North W estern now carries ap­ 
proxim ately 35,000 passengers on

weekday, with 74 north and south

trains

All of the sub­ 
urban trains, however, do not 
operate as far north as Arlington 
Heights.

Way For Off Street Parking 


The way appeared clear this wTeek for Arlington Heights 
first municipal off-street parking lot with announcement of 
final settlement on negotiations to purchase 6 lots on Dun­ 
ton and Vail sts. 
Cost of the properties is around $108,000. 
The announcement came after 18 months of negotia­ 
tions between village offici­ 
als and owners. 
A purchase price was a- 
greed upon Thursday and all 
that remains is final approv­ 
al of the contract by Judge 
Donald S. McKinley of Superior 
court and signing of the contract. 
Judge McKinley was slated to hear 
the condemnation suit against the 
property. 
Final 
settlement 
was 
reached out of court, however. 
Highest prices went to the own­ 
ers of 3 lots, all containing hordes, 
on S. Dunton. Althouph these own­ 
ers had first asked from $750 to 
$857 a front foot for their property, 
all reportedly agreed to a price 
of $640 a front foot, with the vil­ 
lage to assume $300 to $400 debts 
per lot on special assessments for 
street widening. 
Dunton properties total 99 feet of 
frontage and will cost the village 
an estimated $64,400. The village 
had first offered each owner ap­ 
proximately $570 a front foot. 
A lawyer for one of the parties 
said that prices on the Dunton st. 


lots was roughly equal to a price 
paid on an adjacent lot sold in 
1954. 
* * ♦ 
FOR THE Vail st. properties, the 
village will hand out $43,750. To 
owners of 2 vacant 33-foot lots, the 
village will pay $375 a front foot 
and to the owner of another 33- 
foot lot, containing a house in good 
repair, will go $19,000. or $575 a 
front foot. Vail st. owners of va­ 
cant lots reduced their prices from 
$450 a foot and for the house and 
lot the owner had wanted $23,000. 
Cost of grading and paving the 
lot, which will accommodate about 
80 autos is figured at $25,000 in 
the village budget approved last 
week. With acquisition 
and 
im­ 
provement costs added, 
the 
lots 
will represent an expenditure of 
$133,000. 
So the village will lay out ap­ 
proximately 
$1,600 
per 
parking 
space on behalf of convenient park­ 
ing. 
Negotiators were Village attor­ 
ney Hugo Thai and owners' attor­ 
neys Frank E. O’Reilly and Frank 
M. Opeka. 


SPECIFICALLY', Mayor Goedke 
was charged with attempting to 
“persuade” Trended Lowe & Asso­ 
ciates to hire Consoer, Townsend 
& Associates, consulting engineers, 
for engineering planning. 
Eldon L. Trended a partner in 
Trendel, Lowe & Associates, test! 
tied that at a meeting of the Ar­ 
lington Heights plan commission 
in November, 1955, his firm was 
informed “that we wouldn’t get 
anywhere unless we hired Consoer 
Townsend.” (At that time Trendel, 
Lowe was seeking annexation of 
this same 200 acre tract to the vil­ 
lage.)

TRENDEL wouldn’t tell 
which 
village official made the statement 
until Walter T. Popjoj, county zon­ 
ing board member, said that the 
comment would be stricken from 
the record if he didn’t. 
“It was the village president— 
Mayor Goedke,” said Trendel. 
Trendel admitted that he had 
not heard the mayor say this, but 
claimed it had been said to his 
partner, William E. Lowe. 
The claim against the mayor 
came near the end of the 3-hour 
hearing at 130 N. Wells, Chicago, 
and was anti-climatic after the 
airing of the “unethical conduct” 
charges brought first against Con­ 
soer Townsend and later against 
Desoto B. McCabe & Associates. 
Popjoy termed these charges “un­ 
precedented.”

BACKGROUND of the wrangle 
over engineering ethics is this: A 
Consoer Townsend engineer, Wil­ 
liam J. Cadigan, gave testimony 
at the Thursday hearing and a 
previous hearing April 5 in support 
of the stand taken by the village 
and the school district. (Consoer 
Townsend is engaged as consulting 
engineer by the village.) Desoto B. 
McCabe Sr., of the firm bearing his 
name, and his sop, have testified 
on Trendel’s 
behalf, their 
fin r 
having drawn up plans for the pro­ 
posed Lyndwood subdivision. 
The hearing had dragged on for 
2 hours and Cadigan had just be­ 
gun to speak for the village and 
Wilson school when the ethics issue 
erupted. It raged for an hour. 
When Cadigan revealed that his 
firm had done work on plans for 
Lyndwood, Paul M. Smith, Tren- 
del’s attorney, burst out with a mo­ 
tion to have Cadigan’s testimony 
stricken from the record. Smith 
said Cadigan br- 
the engi­ 
neers’ code of ethics by revealing 
information his firm had acquired 
through its “sacred” client rela­ 
tionship with Trendel. 
“No man can serve 2 mas­ 
ters,” thundered Smith. 
Opposing 
attorney 
Frank 
M. 
Opeka challenged Smith “to pin­ 
point any of Cadigans’ testimony 
that reflected w’ork done for Tren­ 
del.” 
Smith at first refused to do this, 
going on to claim that Cadigan had 
“no right” to speak out against a 
farmer client by criticizing Tren­ 
d e d proposed plans for Lyndwood. 
Smith soon however. had Trendel 
testify that another Consoer engi­ 
neer, Carl A. Bowen, had publicly 
disclosed 
results of a study for 
Trendel 
at 
a 
Plan commission 
meeting (also in November, 1955). 


AT THE SAME time the 2 attor­ 
neys were arguing over Smith’s 
motion, with the engineers pitch­ 
ing in frequently, they were also 
exchanging shots on another “un­ 
ethical behavior” motion made by 
Opeka. This mouon wras to strike 
the testimony of the 2 McCabe’s 
from the record. 
It was “unprofessional” far Mc­ 


Cabe to seek and get a contract 
with Trendel Lowe when Consoer 
already had such a contract, de­ 
clared Opeka. Whereupor McCabe, 
Sr. replied that his contract pre­ 
dated Consoer’s. (This amounted 
to each side accusing the other of 
stealing a client.) 
At that Opeka read into the rec­ 
ord a letter dated August 29, 1955, 
from Trendel to Consoer in which 
the Trendel firm wrote that it no 
longer had a connection with Mc­ 
Cabe. 
By (hen the points each side was 
trying to make had become lost in 
the bickering. It was not exactly 
clear what Smith w'as trying to 
establish by introducing the alleged 
statem en t of M ayor Goedke into 
the fracas. 
*

0 
POPJOY' SAID there would have 
to be rulings on the motions to 
strike testimony before the hearing 
could resume. He said he was not 
a sawyer and would not make any 
ruling. The other 2 members of 
the zoning board were not present. 
Popjoy advised both sides to sub­ 
mit briefs within IO days. 
The 
zoning board will rule cm the ques­ 
tion and reset the date for resump­ 
tion of the hearing. 
Before the fuss over ethics start­ 
ed, Treaders forces presented a 
mass of data purporting to show 
that the Lyndwood drainage which 
would flow downstream 
a l o n g 
Weller creek into the village sewer 
system would not burden the vil­ 
lage. McCabe also stated that Ar­ 
lington Heights has a duty to serve 
upstream areas within the natural 
watershed of Weller creek.

Goedke Refutes Charge 


Mayor Albert Goedke Monday 
denied that hp tried to persuade 
subdivider William E. Lowe to 
hire Consoer, Townsend & As­ 
sociates, 
consulting 
engineers 
for the village, to draw up plans 
for a subdivision proposed for an­ 
nexation. 
(Full details of the charge 
made by Lowe’s partner, Eldon 
L Trended are in the story in 
adjoining column.) 
Mayor Goedke explained that 
he only advised Lowe at a plan 
commission meeting last Novem 
ber that the subdividers should 
have engineering plans for their 
sewer systems “cheeked over” 
bv Consoer Townsend.

|AVE SCHIMMEL set the only new Arlington Heights 
record this spring, knocking a full half second off 
his own low hurdle mark to :19.5. 
Bill Palmer still only a 
junior, equaled his own mark of 6-2 
in high jump, but wasn’t able to bet­ 
ter his mark of a year ago when he 
tied for state honors as a sophomore. 
Track season has now been completed 
with a glance at the school records 
revealing 2 marks set 20 years ago 
still stand. 
They are the 2:01.4 set by 
Norbert Rohlwing in the 880 in 
1935, and the :52 quarter run by 
Vance Folkman in 1938. 
Ironically, neither of these marks 
would have made the Paddock Pub­ 
lications prep honor roll this season. 
Both 440 and 880 marks 
were about 2 seconds short, though the 880 w'ould have then at 
least made about 8th to 10th place over the state. 
Best mark 
in pole vault by Dick Michalski wouldn’t have made it either, 
and the mile of John Sheppard in 4:41 would have been 6 sec­ 
onds short of the honor roll. 
On the “pro" side, Dick Winterbauer’s marks in shot 
and discus were both better than anything in the state this 
year, with Gordie Busse s marks of :09.9 in the IOO very good 
and his :21.9 in the 220 good. 
That 880 relay team cf Gordie Busse, Emmet McDougall, 
Augie Krause and Bob Packard would have been up with the 
best this year. 
It’s needless to say Palmer’s high jump mark 
is outstanding.

OOTBALL GAMES attract large attendances, but 
their results may not be followed as closely as most 
‘ people believe. 
At least, that possibility is highly suggested by 
the results of a special 40-question sports quiz given recently 
to more than 800 male freshmen and sophomores at Southern 
Illinois University. 
Of the ll sports included on the exam, 
football questions were missed the most. 
Of the 13 true-false 
questions, the two most missed w’ere on football. 
Only 22.5 per cent of the 854 male freshmen and sopho­ 
mores who took the test recognized Red Sanders as a losing 
football coach in one of the 1956 bowl games, while a coin 
could have yielded almost as many correct answers on a ques­ 
tion concerning the winner of the Cotton Bowl game.

Chipping: 
The choice of club for this shot 
I varies with each individual, 
one 
can use any club, from a 4 iron to 
a 7 iron. At our Tuesday meeting 
I ’.vill demonstrate the use of each 
club. Here again one must have a 
firm but relaxed grip; the stance 
! will find you with your feet about a 
foot apart, and a “ slightly open” 
stance. 
This is done by drawing 
back your left foot and turning 
I your body a bit toward your ob­ 
jective. 
The club is taken back in 
one 
movement, with left shoulder, arm, 


J hands, and club starting at the 
same time. 
The club is kept low 
to the ground and taken straight 
back, the length of the backswing 
will vary again according to each 


I individual. 
I have found that if you hit your 
chip shot about as hard as you 
would hit a putt from that dis­ 
tance you will get the desired re- 


j suits. 
Relax and keep your head 


I steady. 
Putting: 
Putting is one part of the golf 
i game that produces many differ­ 
ent types of stances and grips, but 
all good golfers have these things 
I in common: 
1. Their hands work 
together, 
I they move in one motion. 
2. They keep their head steady 
throughout their putting stroke. 
3. They develop a smooth stroke 
and learn to keep the face of the 
putter square to the hole through­ 
out their stroke. 
(And they prac­ 
tice a lot.) 
At our Tuesday night session. 
June 5, I will elaborate on this so 
you will be able to 
see 
exactly 
what I am saying. 
As I have repeated in all my 
other lessons, one must learn to 
relax and yet be firm; in putting 
the same is true. 
And don t forget you must have 
a rhythmic stroke to be able to de- 
| velop accuracy and consistency. 
It has been a pleasure to be able 
to wTite these articles and may 
they help you to enjoy playing 
golf more than ever.

Bat so 
many bums sleep under the Seine’s 
bridges and along its banks that 
a despondent citizen doesn’t get a 
chance to drown. Somebody is usu­ 
ally there as a willing rescuer.

They get 
a ride in an ambulance to a pub­ 
lic hospital, some warm wine and 
a few commendable lines written 
on their police record.

To a 
certain extent, an enlistee may 
choose a particular field he is 
interested in. Choices are limited 
to general service, aviation, elec- 
t r o n i c s, seaman, and hospital 
Corps.

ONE REASON for this limita 
tion, says the navy, is that the 
average high school student does 
not know just what type of job 
he is best suited for. The Navy 
has a long established system of 
vocational guidance whereby each 
recruit is advised and assisted in 
selecting the vocation that best fits 
his qualifications. Persons enlist­ 
ing under the provisions of the 
high school graduate training pro­ 
gram, are always sent to a serv­ 
ice school.

Citizens attending the special county board session last week 
to hear the preliminary report on the DuPage master plan from 
Carl Gardner learned that they will have ample opportunities 
to speak their pieces in connection with what’s to happen to 
this land around us. 
Gardner was onlv into his presentation a few moments 
when Seymour Waterfall, board chairman, interrupted briefly 
to beckon: “You folks in the audience are welcome to join your 
supervisors in coming up to study the map of your township 
closer when it conics up.” 


A noted planner, Gardner didn t enlarge or comment 
on this invitation, but it was obvious later that he was happy 
to talk closer with the people themselves, answer their queries 
and seek out suggestions from these people in regard to pro­ 
posed future development of their neighborhoods. 


The fellow' in the background who will always sigh with 
impatience and urge that the business proceed without so much 
deliberation and delay couldn't find any backers . . . it was a 
completely wholesome situation as the people themselves got as 
close to the picture as anyone could. 
And this, it was quickly disclosed, wouldn’t be their only 
chance at expression of hopes, feelings, etc. 
Henry Holm, the 
supervisor who heads the board’s master plan committee, urged 
strongly that as many communities as possible hold their own 
meetings on the master plan. 
“We will be glad to have a member of the committee at 
vour meetings,” he announced, “to tell you what you may wish 
to know' and receive your suggestions in regard to your neigh­ 
borhood.” 
Some programs of this type have already been held 
and he suggested that others be presented quickly. 
This was in consideration of the fact that Gardner announc­ 
ed that the plan would be ready for final presentation to the 
county board at the end of June. 
“I think it will be best to 
have these neighborhood meetings before then,” it was suggest­ 
ed by Holm. 


While it wasn't strictly a public affair, members of the 
wood Dale plan commission met Monday evening with coun­ 
ty representatives on the master plan. 
The Mood Dale com­ 
mission was represented at the W heaton session by Ernest 
Olson, Harry’ Parsons and John Rahe. 


It’s, of course, natural that the public should be sought out 
when the setting of policy or statute involving all the county 
or large parts thereof is being considered, but it is not some­ 
thing that W aterfall HAD to suggest. 
He rates our congratula­ 
tions for his consideration. 
The maps Gardner presented shewed the present state 
of each township in respect to development, zoning and geolog­ 
ical makeup. 
He reviewed some preliminary facts and figures 
that had already been gathered as he reviewed each town and 
what has been studied to date. 
As for north DuPage . . . 
Gardner pointed out that Wayne township is our only 
town without a municipality and estimated that the entirely 
rural population now' stands at about 2.200 with 660 homes. 
He stated that things being considered include expansion of the 
county airport, industrial areas and forest preserve tracts. 


George Pratt, Wayne supervisor, announced that he 
has appointed a town advisory committee which will make 
recommendations to Holm. 
He announced that a tract of 
approximately 250 acres in the northwest part of the town 
may be developed for park facilities by the county or state. 


Rural Bloomingdale township has increased by over a 
thousand in population from 3,867 in 1950 to 4,887 persons at 
present, Gardner declared. 
There are 1.481 homes outside the 
incorporated areas of Roselle and Bloomingdale, he said. 
This 
town is now’ one of the fastest growing in the rural regions. 
Studying the Bloomingdale map, Supervisor Clarence Sch- 
moldt urged that ample space be put aside for parks, schools 
and churches. 
Gardner assured that such considerations would 
be among the foremost. 
Addison towm—outside its six incorporated villages (in­ 
cluding parts of Villa Park and Elmhurst)—now has a popu­ 
lation of 9.000 people who occupy 2,737 dwellings, according to 
Gardner. 
Aside from the development near Addison, he term­ 
ed the rural sectors as developed very sparsely for industry. 


Gardner and Supervisor Fred Koebbeman seemed to 
agree that an ideal area for the increase in such development 
might well be the property now occupied by Elmhurst airport. 
It was indicated that either the stretch along Lake st. or that 
on the south side of Grand ave. deserved consideration. 


While most of the discussion dealt with the rural localities, 
Gardner assured that the municipalities were also being strong­ 
ly considered in the preparation of the DuPage master plan. 
“They will probably benefit the most in the long run,” he stated.

About Your Health 


The voice is the most important 
characteristic 
in 
communicating 
with others, yet some persons are 
inclined to take the production of 
sounds for granted, only to wonder 
what happened when they are un­ 
able to speak On the other hand, 
understanding the voice inspires a 
special care of the larynx, accord­ 
ing to the educational committee 
of the Illinois state medical society. 
The larynx, common]v called the 
voice box. is situated in the middle 
portion of the neck, below the 
tongue. When it is prominent, as 
is quite common in men. the lar­ 
ynx is referred to as the Adams 
Apple. 
The 
framework 
of 
the 
larynx consists of cartilages, which 
we feel on pressing the neck, 
muscles and ligaments. Within the 
framework are two vocal cords, 
which are 
band-like 
structures, 
these vocal cords open and close 
and account for sounds of various 
pitches.

tion is coordinated by nerve im­ 
pulses sent down from the brain.

MANY CONDITIONS can affect 
the larynx, ranging from an over­ 
use of the voice through constant 
speaking, fatigue, infections, sensi­ 
tivity to certain fumes or inhal­ 
ants, to cancer of the larynx. In all, 
hoarseness is the important single 
symptom It may vary from a blur­ 
ring of the voice to a hoarseness 
so severe that the patient can 
hardly be understood and may 
even be unable to talk Some con­ 
ditions that affect the larynx are 
present at birth, many develop in 
infancy Tand childhood, and many 
occur as 
we grow older. 
But 
hoarseness is the important symp­ 
tom and accounts for the term 
being used interchangeably.

ALATINE’S STRING of 9 straight track champion­ 
ships is a record for any sport in the history of the 
Northwest conference. 
Along with it Palatine has 6 straight 
championships 
in frosh-soph 
track, 
the number of seasons a league has 
been held at that level. Since the con­ 
ference was reorganized in 1938 Pal­ 
atine has taken 12 track titles, Ben­ 
senville 3, Antioch 2 and Barrington 
I.
